This warming trend is fine for 


saving on fuel bills, insulation, 
stoves and heavy clothes, but it 
just means more expense for air 
/conditioning and trips to northern 
lummer resorts.

SOME OF the effect* 
are 


down-right »eriou*. We've ' had, 
any number of headlines in th« 
past year or two that tie in with 
the-weather. Warm weather with 
les* rain 1* responsible for rec- 
ord breaking seasons of forest 
fire*. Winter* haven't been cold- 
enough to klU the normal num- 
ber of insects and worm*. (Re- 
member the invasion of army 
worms in Illinois last summer.) 
The corn belt 1* moving north 
with Minnesota and Wisconsin 
coming into their own, but Kan- 
sas and Missouri suffering. High 
ocean level* resulting from melt* 
ing polar ice are blamed for the 
tremendous destruction In Eng- 
land and Holland by storms.

Baxter says the two countries 


which will profit most from the 
current trend are Canada and Rus 
sia. They'll be able to raise new 
crops, and sail ships from their 
harbors for much longer periods 
of the year.

Baxter worried about the dry 
areas in writing his book, and it 
went to press before we saw the 
long, dry months of August, Sep- 
tember and October. 


Baxter writes humorously about 


a serious subject. But at least we 
don't have to worry about it, since 
there isn't much we can do about 
it. Just keep talking about it.

to the 19 by telling them they are 
now "outside American law" and 
can be executed as traitors. 


Bleak Picture 


He painted a bleak, gray picture 


of the neutral zone camp where 
the 22 Americans are held with one 
Briton and 332 South Koreans—a 
handful of deceived, bewildered 
and frightened men, afraid to re 
main behind but more fearful of 
going home because they believe 
home mean* death.

WASHINGTON I/B — Secretary 


Benson today ordered that hi» con- 
troversial reorganization plan for 
the Agriculture Department be put 
finto Immediate effect. 


Benson told a news conference 


that 
President 
Eisenhower ap- 


proved his action. 


The plan will abolish seven re- 


gional offices of the s6il conserva- 
tion service -and place great .re- 
sponsibility on state conservation 
offices for carrying out conserva- 
tion programs. 


Outlined as a proposal on Oct. 13, 


the plan had stirred bitter opposi- 
tion. 


Request Delay 


Some congressmen had request- 


ed that Benson delay putting the 
plan into operation until after Con- 
gress had a chance to look It over. 


Only last week, Rep. Bender (R- 


Ohio) announced that a House gov- 
ernment operations subcommittee 
would conduct hearings this month 
on the plan. 


Bender asked that Benson da- 


lay the plan until after the hear* 
ings. 


Bensbn was asked at his news 


conference whether he had satis- 
fied the Republican members of 
Congress who had suggested that 
he hold up on the plan. 


The secretary said most of the 


lawmakers who had entered the 
matter had done so on the basis 
of 
information' only from 
hlB 


critics. 


The agriculture secretary said 


opposition to the organization plan 
came from one group, the Nation- 
al Association of Soil Conservation 
Districts. 


Cites "Falsehoods" 


He said "certain 
officers" of 


this' organization had issued "mis- 
leading and unfounded" statement* 
and in some cases 'had made 
"falsehoods" about purposes of .the 
reorganization plan. 


Critics have contended the plan 


would destroy the soil conservation 
service. 


Benson said the "principal area 


of complaint" resulted from the 
proposal to change, the field or- 
ganization by eliminating seven 
regional offices. 


"I am confident that the great 


majority of soil conservation work- 
ers and the members. of the 
Boards of Soil Conservation Dis- 
tricts appreciate the sincerity of 
our purpose to advance soil con- 
servation," Benson said in a state- 
ment. 


Newsmen put several question* 


to Benson as to what effect his 
action might have on Republican 
chances in next - year's congres- 
sional elections. 


Benson said that would be a 


matter for President Eisenhower 
to determine. 


Ready To Ke*ign 


Benson also said the President 


will have no resistance if he ever 
wants to make a change"—mean- 
ing he was ready to step out of 
the Cabinet if the President de- 
sired. 


Benson said the plan had been 


discussed thoroughly with congres- 
sional committees, farm organiza- 
tion, commodity groups and others 
interested. 


Features of the reorganization 


program include: 


Regrouping the various research 


bureaus in the present Agricultur- 
al Research Administration into 
an integrated agricultural research 
service. 


Establishing a commodity sta- 


bilization service which will carry 
on adjustment and other function* 
formerly handled by the Produc- 
tion and Marketing Administration 
such as acreage allotments and 
marketing quotas, and carry on 
Price support operations of the 
Commodity Credit Corp. 


Retain* Committees 


Retaining the present communi- 


ty, county and state farmer com- 
mittees to carry out th« programs 
of 
the 
commodity stabilization 


service and the agricultural con- 
servation program in the field. 


When Benson publicly outlined 


the plan on Oct. 13, he invited 
comment from interested parties 
and said he would put the plan into 
effect about Nov. 1 unless the 
comment* led him to change hi* 
Mind.

We ought to know by now that atrocities are second 


nature to Communists, as they were to Nazis, and perhaps 
in some degree to all tyrants. 


The army says 6113 U. S. servicemen were murdered, 


tortured to death, starved or subjected to other bestial treat- 
ment by the Communist foe in Korea. Altogether the Reds 
did away with 11,622 military victims in this fashion, and 
17,354 civilians, mostly North and South Koreans. 


Many of these crimes were perpetrated by men who 


were grioped'by fanatical hatred of non-Asiatics. But many 
more will stand as frightful evidence of the cold contempt 
felt by Communists for their fellow humans, of whatever 
color or creed or nation. •

To the Communists, it mattered little whether these 


people died on the march, or later on in some filty prison 
camp.. One thing was sure: their prime interest was not in 
keeping them alive but in helping them to die.

To promote this end. the Reds have made a calculated 


science of their inhumanity to man. They are still refining 
their diabolical techniques. 
In the recently suspended war, they let bitter cold, ex- 


haustion, filthy, inadequate food and rampant disease work 
their ravages upon the weak. For the strong, they reserved 
more «=t.renuous tortures. 


Often bayonets were used as instruments of slow death. 


We have one photograph showing a man being subjected to 
fiendish torture with a pointed bamboo stick. Clubbings and 
other beatings were too common for comment.

These devices of cruel death are the contrivances of be- 


ings who do not deserve the label "human." They have 
minds superficially resembling those of other men, yet they 
do not employ them as other men do. They reject human 
values. They exalt the ways of the beast. Like animals, 
they are quite content to leave the torn bodies of their com- 
petitors to rot in the fields and forests. 


The army says it has enough evidence for war crimes 


trials in only 34 cases. The pictorial record, however, is thor- 
bughlv damning, and it ought to be spread across the globe.

That might not force the Communists to halt their bes- 


tial habits. But it might shatter their fraudulent pose as the 
true defenders of mankind. 


What really is disgusting is the sight of Russia's Andrei 


• Vishinsky prating in the UN councils about communism's 


concern for "peace and the welfare of the masses." 
Per- 


haps a blown-up picture of an atrocity victim, placed on an 
easel near Vishinsky's UN desk, would serve to remind him 
(daily what callous fraudulent creatures, he and all his Red 
breathren actually are. 


Malice Has No Place Here 


During the milk strike in the New York area, a dairy 


manager discovered that 10,000 half pints of milk intended 
for school children and hospital patients had been ruined 
when kerosene was maliciously poured on the supply. 


This sort of thing is not representative of labor practices 


today, though It still occurs now and then. It ought to be 
remembered, however, that it was much more common back 
In the turbulent days of 1946 and early 3947. Then, real 
harm to persons and serious damage to property was a mat- 
ter of national concern. 


To safeguard the community against such violence was 


one aim of the Taft-Hartley law. It was felt that labor un- 
ions, or their members, should enjoy no immunity from the 
laws which compel the rest of us to be responsible for our 
acts. 
' -\ With a straight face, labor leaders went before congres- 
sional committees and said they saw no need for such legis- 
lation. They were in effect arguing that unions should be 
above the law. They lost their case, as t.h*y deserved to do. 


Some still plead that way. But violence and malicious 


mischief can be condoned in no part of American society. It 
is unlikely the law will be changed to suit those who believe 
it should be.

an educational organization, en- 
titled to tax-exemption. Obviously

offer the only means of bringing 
relief.

There will be plenty .of winter 


squash from now through Decem- 
ber. You'll find several varieties at 
local markets during the coming 
weeks. The smallest one will be 
the dark-green, hard-shelled Acorn 
squash. At the other end of the 
scale is the man-sized Hubbard — 
a warty, thick-rined squash in blue 
green or gold color.

The Hubbard is-the best known 


if the winter squashes. It probably 
holds this distinction because 1' 
makes such wonderful pies, says 
food specialist Carmel Along, Uni 
versity of Illinois College of Agri 
culture. 


Miss Along says the popularity 


of the little Acorn squash can be 
credited to its small size. You can 
get from two to four servings from 
an average-sized ACorn, so you'l 
like it especially for baking. 


One way to prepare baked Acom 


squash is to cut it in half length 
wise, remove-the seeds and then 
season each half with butter, sal 
and pepper. Wrap the halves in 
aluminum foil to keep them from 
drying out during baking. Place th 
halves cut side up in a baking dish 
and bake for 30 minutes. Then turn 
cut side down and finish baking 
Total baking time will be abou 
one hour "at 400 degrees Fahren 
heit.

Adenauer's Bloc Scores 
Win in Hamburg Election 


HAMBURG, Germany UR—Chan- 


cellor Konrad Adenauer's "Ham- 
burg bloc" uprooted the Socialists 
today from their stronghold here 
in Hamburg state elections which 
also steeled the federal govern- 
ment's hand for pushing through 
its pro-Western policies. 


Complete official returns from 


Sunday's voting gave the bloc — 
Christian Democrats, Free Demo- 
crats, the Germany party and the 
Refugee party — 62 of the state 
Parliament's 120 seats. The vot- 
ers also ousted the Socialist state 
governor, Minister President Max 
Brauer, in favor of an Adenauer 
man who will have the power to 
appoint the state's three represen- 
tatives to the upper house of the 
federal Parliament. 


Those appointments will give 


Adenauer's coalition th« two-thirds 
majority it needs in the Bundes- 
rat, the federal upper house, ,to 
get 
parlaimentary approval 
of 


plans to rearm Western Germany 
and ally her closely with West 
Europe's defense setup. The coali- 
tion already controls a two-thirds 
majority of the lower house, the 
Bundestag. 


The hotly contested 
election 


brought out 81 per cent of Ham- 


I burg's million and a quarter ell 
gible voters and gave the Ham 
burg bloc 003,997 votes, or 50 per 
cent of the total. The Socialists, 
who have been in power in Ham- 
burg since 1945, were close behind 
with 455,372 votes — 45.2 per cent. 
The Communists failed to get the 
necessary 5 per cent of the votes 
and thus won no seat in the state 
Parliament. They won only 3.2 per 
cent of the total ballots. In the last 
state election in 1949, the Reds won 
five seats. The extreme right-wing 
German Reich party fared even 
worse, polling only 7,446 votes, or 
0.7 per cent.

Report Tito 
Will Bargain 
For Trieste 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia 
Ufl — 


Pei sons close toy the Yugoslav for- 
eign office are circulating reports 
that President Marshal Tito is will- 
ing to bargain with the West on 
Trieste. They say he might offer 
close military cooperation, possibly 
Joining the Atlantic Pact, in re- 
turn for concessions on the dis- 
puted territory. 


The reports over the weekend 


may have been trial balloons to 
test reaction. However, they came 
from sources so closely connected 
with the foreign office that they 
could not be discounted. 


Yugoslav demands were uncer- 


tain. But as a minimum, it was 
said, Tito probably would expect 
outright annexation of Trieste's 
Zone A, which contains the im- 
portant port city of Trieste. 


Yugoslavia already has military 


control of Zone B—the territory 
surrounding the port. Zone A is 
held by Britain and the United 
Stales, who have announced their 
indention of turning that area over 
to Italy. Strong Yugoslav opposi- 
tion has caused the two Western 
allies to postpone this move. 


Meanwhile, Yugoslavia awaited 


an invitation to a proposed five- 
nation conference among the Unit- 
ed States, France, Britain, Italy 
and Yugoslavia, which has been 
suggested by the Big Three as a 
method for solving 
the 
thorny 


Tueste quarrel. 


This country already has Indi- 


cated its willingness to take part 
in such a meeting provided there 
are no conditions attached.
